A MOST TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


'An Awful Uncertainty as to the 
Fate of 150 Miners Who 
Are Locked in. 


London, Aug. 26.—A fearful mining 
accident occurred this morning at the 
Parkslip coal pit, near Bridge End, « 
mining tuwn in Glanmorganshire, Wales. 
The day shift of miners had not been 
long in the mine before a most terrible 
explosion was heard. The day shift 
comprised 150 men. The relatives and 
friends rushed to the pit’s mouth to learn 
the extent of the disaster. The explos- 
ion had caused the earth and rock to fall 
and the mouth of the pit was closed. 
Not a single man in the mine had made 
his escape. It is feared there has been a 
great loss of life. Hundreds of miners 
in the vicinity have volunteered their 
services andthe work of clearing the 
pit’s mouth is being pushed as fast as 
circumstances will permit. All around 
the pit are gathered women and children 
hoping forthe best, yet expecting the 
worst. Mine officials hold out all hope 
possible, but it can easily be seen that 
they fail to make the mothers and wives 
believa there is much hope.

MORDEN ELECTION PETI- 
TION. 


Preliminary Objections Filed on 
Behalf of Mr. Roblin. 


Preliminary objections were filed in 
the prothonotarp’s office on Saturday on 
behalf of Mr. RP Roblin against the 
petition presented agsinst him to dis- 
qualify him.

NEW MANITOBA WHEAT. 


The First Sample is Shown on 
Toronto ’Change and Vot- 
Choice. 


Toronto World:—Local grain dealers 
have been awaiting with a good deal of 
interest the arrival of the first sample of 
Manitoba new whest. Those of them 
who yesterday morning were on ‘change 
had their curiosity ratified, for spread 
out on the “callers” table in neat little 
boxes were four samples of the wheat 
upon which they had desired to set their 
eyes, The old experts came and saw, 
handled and tasted the samples and voted 
them of choice quality. The wheat grad- 
ed, according to last year's standard, 
Nos. 1 hard and 1 Northern, and were 
taken from a lot of 10,000 grown on one 
farm. The grain was harvested 94 to 
114 days from seeding. ‘This sample,” 
said Mr. Wm. Stark, by whom the sam- 
ples were shown, pointing to the grain 
which had reached maturity in 94 days, 
‘ig the best. It is the hardest and worth 
the most money, while that which took 
the longest period is the softer and worth 
the least money.”
